MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Meeting with DDCI and Ex/Dir- Comptroller on 

OLC Matters 


1. Today I met with Admiral Taylor and Colonel White for the weekly 
discussion of OLC matters. 

2. Colonel White summarized for the DDCI the 17 May briefing of the 
CIA House Appropriations Subcommittee on the Agency budget for FY 1969. 

3. Colonel White said he would like me to attend the luncheon on 

22 May with Joe Winslow, of the House Position Classification Subcommittee 
staff. 



5. I reported on my 15 May meeting with Chairman Rivers, of the 
House Armed Services Committee, regarding the Pueblo case (in which I 
reported on the movement of the Pueblo some weeks ago from Wonsan to 
Najin). 


6. I reported that Senator Hayden's office had been approached about 
inserting in the Record Jeanette Sofokidis 1 article in the HEW publication 
regarding the Agency. We do not yet know the Senator's final decision. 

7. I reported on the cancellation of a sensitive special project and 
our follow-up action in notifying appropriate personnel on the Hill. 
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8. Regarding H. R. 15414 (Revenue and Expenditure Control Act of 
1968), I said indications were that no action would be taken on this before 
June, and that the future of the entire matter was uncertain. 

9. On S. 1779 (the Yarborough bill regarding funding of overseas 
activities), I said our proposed revised language had been passed to Mr. Robert 
Harris, Counsel, Labor Subcommittee of the Senate Labor and Public Welfare 
Committee. He did not have any particular reaction to our proposal and said 
that he foresaw no early action on this bill. 

10. Regarding S. 1035 (Constitutional Rights of Federal Employees), 

I said there were no new developments. 

11. On H. R. 17267 (to remove from Federal employment personnel 
engaged in riots and unlawful acts), I mentioned riders attached to pending 
bills and the introduction of new bills in both House and Senate. 

12. On H. R. 13705 (cost-of-living adjustments for retirees), I said 
the matter was in the hands of Mr. Philbin and we had not yet received a 
progress report from him. 

13. I said there were no new developments on S. 917 (Omnibus Crime 
bill), but our best information was that the exceptions which we requested 
would probably be included.
